Sound 
of

Is of 
V alue W hen A pproach­ 
ing a Crossroad. 


Never before in the history of the 
automobile has there been so much 
abuse of the automobile horn. Horns 
are better sounding and more re­ 
liable than they ever were, yet this 
appears to be of no advantage In re­ 
gard to their use. 
Unquestionably motorists are be­ 
coming a bit vain over the noise their 
horns 
mak e, 
because 
experience 
shows that the horn button la always 
overwork ed where ears are thick est 
and where horning Is least neces­ 
sary. 
That is because each driver is 
trying to outdo the other. Some one 
horns and the first thing you k now 
they are all doing if. 
Conversely, be­ 
cause the audience along tlie highway 
Is so scant by comparison the 
horn 
Is silenced. No one on the road 
would 
Jump a foot when it is sounded. 
This business of burning the 
head­ 
lights 
In daytime during a long tour 
as a means of wasting some of the 1 
electric current so as not to ov erheat 
the battery 
would 
be 
unnecessary. 
The horn motor 
offers 
a means of 
wasting riirr- nf, and, 
at 
the same 
time, of u Tig it to good adv antage. 
Headlights in the daytime are useless 
because their rays cannot be seen un­ 
til one is looking straight into the re­ 
flectors. A warning then is unm ees- 
sary. 
Horning at 
nil 
the 
curves, cross­ 
roads, school 
houses, 
upon 
passing 
other cars and before reaching the 
crest of a steep hill 
w here an ther 
car may he approaching on the wrong 
side of the road,

Word of Caution. 
In horning generously, however, a 
word of caution is appropriate. 'The 
careful driver never k eeps his horn 
blowing constantly while rounding a 
curve or approaching a crossroad.

do so would he deafening himself to 
the sound of another horn which may 
be blown as a warning to him. In 
such cases the effect is the same as 
though neither driver sounded a warn­ 
ing; and the results are much more 
serious, because when a driver has 
given a warning he assum es that he 
has paved his way to safety and im­ 
mediately puts on more steam.

diluting liquid of the anopheles mos­ 
quito that carries malaria, a disease 
which is possible in this section, al- 
thoug h not common. 
Always, in referring to mosquitoes 
that bite, Major Skinner used femi­ 
nine pronouns. 
He was asked why. 
“ Because the lady mosquitoes are 
the only ones that bite,” he said. 
“ So 
far as we know, the males may not 
eat anything as long as they live, 
which isn’t long . They have two days 
or less In the world, and their only 
function is breeding . 
“ Not so the females. 
They live 
several 
months. 
Those 
which 
are 
horn late in the season sometimes hi­ 
bernate and come out ag ain the fol­ 
lowing spring . 
Doesn't Feed on Blood. 
“ The big job of the female is to 
mature the eg g s that are to become 
new mosquitoes. 
And it’s part of that 
job to bite human being s and animals. 
For simple nutrition she relies main­ 
ly on what she can g et from ordinary 
moisture. 
She drinks blood not pri­ 
marily as food but as a substance ihat 
helps to mature her eg g s. 
It has been 
said that if we could keep m osq u itoes 
from biting any one or anything we 
could prevent the birth of any m ore 
mosquitoes. 
“At any rate, th* main reason wh. 
the gentleman mosq u itoes don’t bit“ 
u s in that they hav e no responsibility 
in the egg-matu ring bu siness. 
Anoth­ 
er ex planation, according t<> some oh 
serv ers, may he the handsome* pair 
of plu mes that ev ery Mr. Mosq u ito has 
at each side of his head. 
“ He is v ery prou d of these p l u m e s , 
and u ses them to cou rt Mrs. Mosq u ito. 
Now, if he were to bite any one, the 
plu mes wou ld get mu ssed u p in the 
process. 
It’s not u nreasonable to su p­ 
pose that his v anity , therefore, helps 
to deter him from biting.”
